REMARKS

Claim Rejections- 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 183, 231, 272, 273, 318-321 , 361 , 377, 409, 450, 462, and 485 
have been rejected by the Office Action as being indefinite under 35. U.S.C. § 
112, second paragraph. Applicants believe claim 462 is proper, however, 
Applicants have found additional claims 199 and 482 to have similar issues. 

Regarding claims 183, 273, and 361, Applicants have added "greater than 
or equal to 26°K" to the claims. 

Regarding claims 199, 231, 289, 321, 377, 409, 450, and 482, Applicants 
have added "a property which make it essentially a rare earth element" to the 
claims. 

Regarding claims 272, 318, 319, and 320, Applicants have amended the 
claims to recite "...applying a magnetic field to cause substantially zero 
resistance..." in order to correct the lack of antecedent basis for "the magnetic 
field". 
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Regarding claim 485, Applicants have amended the claim to recite 
"wherein said method comprises a method of fabricating said structure in a 
manufacturing method" to clarify the step as suggested by the Office Action. 

No new matter has been added. Thus, Applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal of the rejection. 
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
